Every county in Alabama 
will have a deputy tax assessor 
appointed by the state tax com 
mission. The legislature cre- 
ated the office Thursday when 
it concurred in the reeommend- 
ations of the committees of 
conference on the bill impos- 
ing automobile licenses. Few

The 
laboratory also keeps on hand 
a supply of anti-rabies serum 
for the treatment of persons 
bitten by rabid animals. i 
treatment cost those 
able to pay : for it, $20. 
those who are unable to pay, it 
is furnished free of cost. 

Treatment with this serum, 
it is stated, is as near a perfect 
preventative of rabies infection 
as any human ageney. Since 
the state laboratory was first 
established, it is stated, orily 
one case oul of every 900 treat- 
ed with this preventive serum, 
has developed the disease, or 
only 6 cases in all. During the 
same time, 24 untreated cases 
have resulted fatally.
